As an argument against admis­ 
sion, a New* York paper published 
in 1820, under the heading, “West­ 
ern Morals and Fashions, ’ an ar­ 
ticle w*hich began: 
“The ladies as w*ell as the gen­ 
tlemen (says a letter to the editor 
from St. Louis) wear dirks by their 
s’des; and dirking is verv fashion­ 
able here. This fact is of itself suf­ 
ficient commentary on the society 
and morals in Missouri.” 
Isaac Henry, then editor of the 
bu. Louis Enquirer, replied to the 
article with an editorial that be­ 
gan: 
“An infamous lie purporting' 
tc be from a Virginian at St. Louis 
to his friend in Richmond is going 
the rounds of the Free States pap­ 
ers. 
It w*as made in the lie manu­ 
factory of this town on the spur of 
the late election.” 
The paper re­ 
printed what purported to be the 
entire letter, following this caustic 
comment: 
“This is shown to the citizens of 
Missouri to let them know what in­ 
famous stories are sent abroad to 
blacken the character of Ale place 
and the avidity with which the fil­ 
thy morsels are swallowed up by 
Free States editors.” 
Incidentally, the first “extra” edi­ 
tion of a newspaper ever printed 
west of the Mississippi river was 
gotten out by the Enquirer on re­ 
ceipt of the news on March 25, 
1820, that the Missouri statehood 
bill bad passed congress without 
restrictions. 
Headlines were used 
over the story for w*hat is believed 
lo have been the first time in the 
history of Missouri journalism. The 
“extra” contained only

amount of “copy.”

“Gratifying news from Washing 
ton;

We are tempted at times to think 
that if it were not for some happen­ 
ing in the past, some little untoward 
incident perhaps with which we did 
not know how to wrestle, we would 
have achieved the success that most 
of us long for with all our hearts. We 
have a way of holding on to many 
things in our past that it were far bet­ 
ter to forget once and for all. 
There" 
are very fewr persons who are able to 
go through life without regrets of one 
kind or another, and we like to think 
that it is these regrets that keep us 
down. 
We are true to our human na­ 
ture when we 
unconsciously 
plead 
within ourselves for release from the 
real responsibility for our own unfor­ 
tunate actions, and rather than take 
tile blame squarely 
and honestly we 
yield to the temptation to drag from 
the pas^ some long buried misfortune 
and make it the reason for our non­ 
success. 
We say that we regret this 
unfortunate incident in our lives, but 
if we continue to make it the excuse 
0 
for our inability to progress our regret 
is dishonest 
and 
utterly 
insincere. 
.Honest regrets are never out of place 
in anyone’s life; on the contrary, they 
help us to build anew by avoiding the 
pitfalls and temptations that proved* 
our 
undoing 
before. 
Dishonest re­ 
grets, however, are hypocritical and 
do us far more harm than good. 


It is impossible for anyone to live on 
bitter memories and thrive in the pres­ 
ent. 
He must either forget the un­ 
pleasant incidents 
that 
altered the 
course of life for him, or he must rec­ 
ognize the fact that he has not proved 
equal to his great opportunities. If he 
makes up his mind to forget them his 
regrets 
wTill be sincere 
and to the 
point, and it will not be long before he 
will show by his actions and the way 
in which he approaches his duties that 
he is determined to live, not on the 
ashes of dead hopes and disappoint­ 
ments, but on the firm, sure founda­ 
tion of new7 hopes, 
new inspirations, 
new ambitions and new courage. 
Re­ 
gret for what may have happened in 
a long ago past does us good only by 
the lesson it teaches and if we learn 
that lesson well and apply it as far as 
possible to a better understanding of 
our life in the present it will not be in 
vain. 
On the other hnnd, if we yield 
freely to the unhappy influences of 
those yearning regrets that for us will 
never die we 
unconsciously 
allow 
them to shape the present to such a 
degree that our vision becomes ob­ 
scured. 


We live iii the present, not. in the 
past. 
The interests of today concern 
us far more than the memories of yes­ 
terday, and if we strip ourselves of the 
unpleasant happenings‘of a faraway 
past and turn to a recognition of the 
questions of the present we shall ha^ve 
made a long step in the right direc­ 
tion. 
Save for the lesson they teach, 
there is no reason why we should force 
those strange, bitter regrets into our 
present-day 
lives. 
They 
have 
no 
place in the hopes 
and 
aims of the 
honest, God-fearing man of today, the 
man whose feet are even now7 finding 
their way into paths of duty and high* 
courage and noble ideals and humble 
service. 
It is only 
through a dvise, 
careful journey through 
such paths 
that a man may hope to achieve his 
loftiest ambitions and to accomplish 
the greatest 
good. 
Surely 
his own 
common sense must lead him to recog­ 
nize the futlity or permitting unhappy 
regrets to lead him astray into the by­ 
paths of a wilderness of blind reason­ 
ing, selfish concerns 
and 
minimum 
accomplishments. As it is, there is too 
much competition and too much greed 


in those vast unchartered regions of 
life to permit us to weaken the hold 
we have upon ourselves both in moral 
and in material ways. 
We must look 
where we are going, ‘‘watch our 
step,” as it were, day in and day out, 
and the sincere man, the man wrho 
asks only the right to make an honest 
living with fair returns has as much 
as he can do meeting the problems of 
the present without harboring vain re­ 
grets that at best can only obscure his 
mind. It is no easy matter to win suc­ 
cess of any kind even in this day of 
great opportunity and unanticipated 
developments, and the sincere worker 
who faces his tremendous 
problems 
with determined 
courage 
and open 
mind stands a better chance than he 
who is held back by the weight of un­ 
happy memories and 
vain 
regrets. 
The past is something to which we 
may look back at certain times with 
profit to ourselves, it is true, but it is 
something, on the other hand, that we 
cannot afford to drag about with us 
when wre are trying to do our duty by 
the present. 
If we do not succeed, as 
we had hoped to it is our own fault 
when we try to lay the responsibility 
upon some misfortune that may have 
cut deep into our former lives. 
It is 
a better plan to bury 
that 
memory 
deep in the past and take the respon­ 
sibility for our actions in the present. 


MADE IN AMERICA. 
It is pleasing to know that statistics 
show thai more than- 80 per cent of 
the toys solu iii the United States dur­ 
ing the last Christmas 
season 
were 
made in America. 
This is in gratify­ 
ing contrast with the record of other 
years, when 
practically 
all the toys 
bought by Americans were manufac­ 
tured in Germany and other foreign 
lands. For American children, Amer­ 
ican toys should be encouraged, for it 
helps toward a promotion of an Amer­ 
ican spirit. It is'not true that in order 
for any article to be the best, it must 
have been made in the Old World. It 
has been 
fully demonstrated that 
American craftsmen can p y n o l. 
To some it appears a trivial thing 
that American toy manufacturers are 
proud of this record. 
However, even 
a cursory study of the industry reveals 
that it is an industry of gigantic pro­ 
portions in these days when good toys 
come to the children of all classes and 
all ranks. 
Some of those in humbler 
walks of life get high grade toys on 
the installment plan for their young­ 
sters. That the American toy is going 
into the American home in such not­ 
able proportion is significant. 
It de­ 
notes a passing of that day when the 
bulk of American 
pleasure 
money 
was poured into the coffers of foreign­ 
ers. 
This truth 
is applicable 
to many 
things besides toys. 
To enumerate a 
fair list would be a tedious process in 
itself. 
Today the American is satisfi­

Dr. Nesbit agreed with the diag­ 
nosis. 
"And now," said Dr. Berger “to 
spring them back into place.” 
The chiropractors strong hands 
exerted pressure upon the child’s 
small back.
